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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121 (d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Reference numeral 7 used in Figures 2 and 3 is not mentioned in the 
specification. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 3, 
line 1 of paragraph 17, numeral 1 does not appear in Figure 1 as stated. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 1, the last line, "lower portion" has no clear antecedent basis. 
In claim 2, line 2, the recitation that the "vertical flange... joining with a horizontal 
flange" is misleading and misdescriptive in that the flanges are not actually joined 
they are bent portions of a one piece member. 

In claim 3, the recitation the "partly angled member joined with a vertical inner 
apron panel" is misleading and misdescriptive in that the angled member is an 
extension of the inner apron panel and is not joined thereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Weik et 
al. 

Weik et al. disclose all of the claimed structural features as identified in the 
attached marked up copy of Figure 1 of Weik et al. In the event of a force in a 
certain direction and of sufficient magnitude, the V-shaped vertical flange will 
collapse to absorb force then will result in bending of the horizontal flange into 
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the space. Note that the term "engaged" in claim 1 has been interpreted as 
defined in Webster's II New Riverside University Dictionary to mean "attached to 
another part". In this instance, the upper side (or end) of the inner apron panel is 
"engaged with" (attached to) the horizontal flange by fastener 19. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references closely relate to the claimed invention 
because they all show fender energy absorbing arrangements with features similar to 
those of the current invention.
